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THE ‘ADEN’ DISASTER, 


SURVIVORS, ‘ 
Tho Superfhtendent of tha P. and O- 

Company in Hongkong las forwarded us 
‘| the folluwing particulars of the loas of the 
| Company's steamer Aden as narrated by 
\ tho survivors to the Company's ayent ub 
Adon :— : : * : 

Mesars T. A.. White and Poter Kelt, 
third and fourth engineers, wero on, watch 
in tho engine-room when the Aden’ struck 
tho xeef at 2.6 a.m. on th June. Tie 
shock was not a particularly heavy ono, 
but rather as if the ship had been 
lifted on to the rocks, ‘Ihe ship 
never moved, but -romained whero she 
struck perfectly upright. «Within . three 
minutes after striking, the water rose to 
tho level of the engine-reom, putting fires 
and lights: out, The water appeared to 
come in from the after ond of tho ship 
through tho tuonél, and the third and 
fourth engincers endeavoured to close the 
tunnel door but were forced baek by the 
water and wero. then, with the men on 
watch, ordered-on deck. ,.A steam pipe 
in the atoke hile is supposéd to have 
burat, as there was much ateam about, 
but tho water prevented any attempt 
boing made to. verify this,. nor wore 
two attompta by tha engineern to case 
thersnfety valves moro succorsful from the 
same cause, the water in the ongine-room 
being then at sea lovol, 

On reaching the deck, lifo-bolta “were 
served out to everyone, and attempts were 
made to clear away the lee lifeboats—the 
sea at tho weather side being too rough. 
At this time it was do dark that it wos im- 
possible to’ sca a yard ahead. Tho lifo- 
boata having been cleared away and mado 
ready to receivo passengers, at dawn at- 
.6smpts, more or less successful, were’ made 
to find clothing for the passcngors who 
wero in their night dresses. Tho weather 
Kot worse, and a.sea suddenly carried away 


the after life-boat on tho leo side, with 
three men in-it,—whether natives or Euro- 
peans it is not known. 

Day broke sliortly afterwards, and pre- 
purationa wero made for passing the women 
and children into thejonty lite-boat lett 
(when the others disapfearod no one can 
way), and the stewardess, 3rd officer and 
several quartermasters were init tu pass 
in the passengers when a sea struck it, 
carrying the after fall away and lewving the 
buat hanging to the davit by the forward 
one. Thu 4th officer cleared’ the fall, and 
the buat fluated and righted: All who 
wero in hur wero thrown into the ‘wuter, 
hut wore picked np, including the stewardess, 
who was waved by the 4th Qfticer jumping 
in after hor. ‘Ihe buat’s gear wis recoves« 
vd, but not the provisions, (whether freah- 
provisions were put in or: not, none: of 
the survivors can tell, but che iimpres- 
ston in that none were) The ladies aud 
children then got in, und with them che 
Sid and .4Uh oflicers, chief and secon 
engineers, Surgcon, hed steward, 2 
stewards, 3 or 4 quarlermasters, eiurpentor 
aid winchman, ‘Lhe bot shoved uff and 
suun drifted aay out of sight, and was not 
82en to. reach the land, which was by:th's 
time quite clear. Captain 1Till was all the 
timo on deck, and gave his crders quietly 
and collectedly. ‘There wus no panic, and, 
as far us Messrs White and Kelt wera abla 
ta judge, everyone'was fairly cvol and gvlf- 
possessed, ms 

Thu life-boat washed away from the 
davita was seven floating near thé ship, and 
thosecund officer with tho-gunner, quarter- 
master, and several lascars wer sent off 
by! the Captain in thé cutter tu try 
and recover it, but fuiled, and were 
never soen again by thoso on board. 
The chief officer, with a line. and 
a Tifo buoy round him attempted - te 
reach it.: Whether he did or not is un- 
known, as the bout drifted away and the 
chief ofiicer’ did not return. . Tho Euro. 
peanson board were now reduced to the 
Commander, 3rd and 4th Engineers, and 
the writer, with thoso passongers who hud 
hot gone in that beat either, because the 
wives would not go without their husbands 
-or beacause the ship was proferred to tho 
boat, All took shelter on the lee side of 
the hurricane deck until Ll a.m., when soas 
commenced to break over from both sides 
(on the lee sida, it was a very heavy back. 
wash, I am.told), and about an hour later 
Capt. Hall was knocked down ; his thigh 
was broken-and he washed sbout on deck, 
and ‘shortly. afterwards waa carriod over. 
board and drowned, 

No nssistance could be afforded him,. as 
the others were in a very perilous state 
thensolves, pagsengers and crew. baing 
gradually washed away, About 3 -p:mi-it 
vas found impossible to remain on deck, so 
the Burcpean survivors went. below, where 
the only place’ of refuge for them was the 
bar, the natives meanwhile seeking shcltor 
in’ the donkey boiler, - Bofors dark, the 
ship was full of water, the chart room, 
mavic saloon, Captain's cabin, bridge, fun- 
nel and'all woodwork on’ hurricane deck 
had gone. Mr White, during the day, had 
his loft shoulder dislocated, and tha writer 
(Cave) was badly wounded in the leg by a 
broken iron pipe. Nearly all tha pesen- 
gors, lidiea included, wore injured ‘in yari-

In the Colonial procession the various 
contingents from the Fer East attracted a 
good deal of noticy from the public.

At the Magietracy to-day, before Mr HI. 
E. Wodchouse, Police Magistrate,’ Hock 
Goon, ligencoe ‘of tho Grand Hotel, -was 
charged with selling adulterated liquor on 
16th June. a Oe 

Dr F.. W. Clark, Medical Officer of 
Health, prosecuted ; Mr J. F. Reeco ap- 
peared for the defence. : 

A plea of not guilty was submitte: 

Inapector Reigie said: on 16th Juno he 
entered the Grand Hotel and called for 
threo glasses of whisky.” The bay bohind 
the bar placed three glaases on thd counter 
and poured out the whisky “out of 
bottle which had been opened previously, 
The bottle was labelled * Dawson's Pure 
Scotch Whisky.” Ha paid. 40 cents for the 
whisky, and told the boy he was going to 
trke the whisky ‘te be analysed. He put 
the whisky in three'separats buttles, loft 
one at the hotel and wok the other two, 
away. The mistress came up and said the 
boy had mado a mistake in bringing out 
the whisky which was for their own use. 
Sho ordered the hoy to take thy whisky 
out of.another bettle, Tho Inspector said 
he. bad paid for the whisky, and ho would 
take that whisky, The bottles were sealod 
up with wax and the -Sunitary Board 
seal placed upon them 

Mr F. Brown, Government Analyst, said 
he réceived o sample of WHsky—from In- 
speector Reidie, sealed with red wax and 
hearing the impression of tho Snnitary 
Board seal, on 16th Juno. Hs examined 
it next day and the nnalysiq was.as fol- 
lows :—Spesific gravity at 15.5 cant. 
“9638; percentage of aloohel by weigh 
equnl ta 26°65; percentage of proof spirit 
by volume 56°6 ; percentage of sulid mattor 
dried at 100 degrees cont, “26. 
above results he was of opinion that water 
had been added so as to reduce the 
strength to at least 42 degrees below proof. 
Seventeen per-cent. of water hud been 
added to tho spirit. 

Inspector Iteidie’s Chinese interpreter

Mr Reeco referred his Worship to_tho 
Sections of the ‘Sale of Foods and Drigs 
Ordinances’ under which the charge was 
brought, and said his first defence was that 
Hock Goon, the defendant, did not soll the 
whisky, whether it was adulterated or not. 
Under Section 5 of the Ordinance the per- 
son who sold the whisky was tho person 
who performed the actual physical act of sell- 
ing, and whether he was a servant or agent 
that mado ne differenco. He quoted fram 
Quthorities to support: hia- point that the 
person who performed the act of selling 
was the person who must be charged and 
must be convicted. .If knowledgo had 
been shown on the part of Huck Goon that 
would not have carried tho matter much 
further, but. no evidence had been shown 
to that effect.. In the Home ‘Act it was 
previded that if a sample was: sold for 
analysis and found to be adultofited it waa 
ta the ‘prejudice of the purchaser.’ The 
local legislature had- not, however, em-

THE FRENCH RAILWAY. TO 
a LUNGCHOW. . 

in tha Lungehow Trade Report for 1606. 
Mr H. B, Morge, the Commissioner of Cus- 
‘toms, gives some inkerdsting particulars 
with regard to the French railway invasion 
from Tonkin, . He ssys;—The trade to and 
from Thatke and Caobang, by the: two 
rivera at the confluence of which Lungchow 
stands, is a petty frontier trafic, made up of 
mountain products, suth as dye-stuf! and 
timber, imported, and exports of tho little 
Inxuries of life which those districts find it 
icra sonvenient to obtain fram- Lungchow' 
than from the marts of Tonkin, from which 


they ara cut off by difficult hill country. 
‘The value of the declared trade with Lang- 
gon, on the diract pusssye between Tonkin 
end Kwangsi, ia exactly measured by the 
quantity of opium and of aniseed oil passed 
by. this office, Other articles of import 
and export -by this route are not knuwn to 
us; and of thuse two kinds we have inglud- 
odin our statistics, that portion only which, 
for somo reason, cannot pass tho fronticr, 
or else fails of cortain privileges, without

The extension to Lungchow of tho 
Phulangthuong-Lanyson Railway, giving, 
ay it should, cheaper transport by a con:
